THE PRESIDENT'S KICK. 


Ho Telle a Reporter Why Ho Was 


Defeated. 


NEW YORK, Novambar 11.—President 


Harrison talked freely today about tho 
recent defeat of his party and the causes 
which brought it about, Bays a dispatch 
from Washington to the llerald. 
"The overwhelming defeat of tho Re- 


publican party," the president said, 
"was due mainly to the position of the 
party on tho tan IT question. Tho Re- 
publicans forced the issue to extremes 
which did not meet with the approval 
of 
the 
people. 
Another 
impor- 


tant element," the President 
eaid, 


"which had much to do with the defeat 
o! the Republicans Inst Tuesday, was tho 
force bill, ntu\ it WHS felt at the north us 
well as at the pouth. Tho popular belief 
that tho force bill in sure kept the solid 
south within the nld lines, but in tho 
President's estimation it did more than 
that, for it brought to the support of t,ie 
Democratic party many votes in the 
north. The v^rdist '.f last Sunday," tbo 
Presidentcontinned, "conld beconstrned 
in but oneway. It meantacondomnation 
of the extreme high tariff policy of tho 
Republicans. The inevitable teenlt, if 
tho party hoped for a renewal of power, 
was a modification of this position, bnl 
not a renunciation altogether of its pro- 
tective tariff policy which has been the 
keynote of every Republican for many 
years past." 


President Harrison has very decided 


views BB to the conduct of the cam 
pnign. He does not think very much o 
Chairmen Carter of tbe Republican na 
tioiial committee. He consented to Mr 
Garter's appointment only when it ho 
came evident that no more acceptable 
man conld be secured. Ho said the 
campaign wan mismanaged, and thai 
much better results would have been se< 
cuiod but for the rainbow • chasing 
BciieuieB to which Mr. Carter yuve coun- 
tenance and assistance. 


The President ieparticularlychagrmeii 


at the result in his native state and be- 
lieves it largely due to a lack of good 
generalship. What he wanted them to 
do, he said, and what ho endeavored to 
impress upon them, was the absolute 
necessity of keeping Republicans iu line 
and carrying New York. 


The President said he bad realized for 


some time past that the drift of public 
eentimout was against him and bis party, 
and it was this that led him to force 
this advice upon the party leaders. 
Dis- 


regard of this advice had much to do 
with tbo results of last Tuesday. Tbe 
President realized before any election 
returns came in Tuesday that lie was de- 
feated. He had hoped for miccenB until 
the last hour, but admitted that ho had 
not expected it. 


One reason mr tho President's doubt 


of his election was the disaffection of a 
umber of prominent leaders in the 


party. This was evinced by a statement 
with regard to Cameron, Quay and Dud- 
ey. AH to Cameron tlio President be- 
lieves he not only failed to support 
:he ticket, but actually did all in his 
power to defeat it. 


The Cinneron inlluonce extended like 


Qiiuy'H far beyond the confines of Penn- 
sylvania, mid the President evidently 
roalizod that both of these Kontlemen'e 
>aBition did much injury to tho ticket in 
he heretofore doubtful states of Now 
York and Indiana. As to Coloned Dud- 
ey, tbe President eaid ho did not believe 
Jolnnal 
Dudloy 
done 
anything to 


iijure tho ticket, but bis influence 
iad been rattier of n negative character, 
.'radically, the 
President 
admitted, 


jolonel Dudley's influence in Indiana 
me been used, if not to knife the ticket, 
to ktiop his friends from working for it. 


In closing the interview the President 


said that while some mistakes might be 
nado it was quite evident to any man 
hat nothing could have withstood the 
popular uprising of the people against 
;he high protective policy to which the 
"flpablican party stood] pledged by the 
McKinley law.

The theory ia tha( Plan?, was attacked 


by two or three men and killed and 
robbed before banged, and that tbo trag- 
edy occurred forty or fifty feet from tho 
treo whore he was found hanging.
